McGlll debaters, Gerald Burke and 
Don Savage upheld the winning 
negative side of the first debate 
of the session for the McGill De- 
bating Society In Montreal.' 

Guest dcbatcr.s from Middlebury, 
Anne Upton and Bill Waller, who 
upheld the affirmative side, were 
Introduced by the president of the 
society. He extended his "heartiest 
welcome to our friends from below 
the iMrder," and referred to Mid- 
dlebury as "one of our oldest asso- 
ciates." 

The affirmative side presented as 
Its basic theme 'The ideal of the 
brotherhood of Man". It susgcstcd 
that a union of the United States 
and' Canada would eventually re- 
sult in ' 

1. Tariffs would be abolished 
along with the "imaginary", border 
separating the two coùntries;' 

2. U.S. capital would , . develop 
abundant Ca'nadlan resource/!; 

t The two countries united could 



form a solid North American pact 
to resist possible oppression. 

4. The union would J produce ah 
entirely new nation jwlth , a form 
of government to be agreed upon 
by an equal, number of leading jur- 
ists from both Canada and the U.S.'

jBHpit Tias long been found necessary to provide ' 
^Tadditional revenues, apart from student cub- 
' ecriptibns, to assist in covering the cost of 
'■•yprinting and producing Old McGill '52. The 
^niiscrable, consistent rise of the cost-of-living 
[j^!n«iex Ims affected almost evcr>-thing, and the 
"(cost of producing year books is no cxcention. 
Over the period of the past four years, printing 
rates alone have. risen 40-50%, the federal 
printitig tax has incrcaseH from 855- to 10% 
(and is prfFcnlly applied to a sum of over 
114,000), while the mifcrllancous expenses of 
•photography, advertising and even postage 
vhave been similarly affected. In this time, there 
ihaS been no increase in the subscription rale 
of S5.00. Compared to this, tlie unit rnjt price 



of *ach yèarbook will, this year, bé In the 
neighbourhood of JD.OO. 

It is plainly evident that, in order to avoid 
a serious deficit,' incomes must be derived from 
other sources. Advertising provides certain as: 
sistance but is inadequate. Consequently, it it 
V only just, that those inâi\i4iiàlB who benefit 
most directly from the yeafbo6k 'should assist 
in bearing its expense.;. McGill is not unique 
•in this practice — it is common to many uni- 
versities. That the 12.50 which you pay to 
the yearbook is worth the ultimate return ia a 
question which you, the sènior. must decide. 

Mr. Dawawijaments that "This strange dis- 
tributiôn-bîffiapllal is not made more public." 
Possibly'^hlis Houbts would have been cut short 
had he consulted the back pape of the McGill 
Daily on Oct. 11 wliirh cnntained a compre-

Howev.er,,in 
politics, one could say that 
about aa much interest~here'!'u?ln 
Europe; poiitically speaking the 
Canadian student is probably more 
mature than in any other country; 
even, if his ideas rtay not be. the 
right ones, they are nevertheless his 
own. In Europe, extremism Is the 
master of the adolescent mind. 

The great superiority of social 
life in Canada, ii that it is demo 
cratie and far lèss hypocritical than 
aàmë .European , atudents would 
prefer 'tè]^^i^' I would like to 
emphasize ^again, that while t 
student in Europe is still regardad 
as a growing adolescent, in America 
he hàs a privileged aocial positioii 
and hence has developed a far 
greater aocial consciousness than 
the student in Leyden or Louval 
er the Sorbonne.
